OVER-STUDY CONTROVERSY. 


Suicide of Vassar Student Causes Com- 
Work Net Teo 
Hard, Says Principal.\ 
(ASBOCIATED PRESS DAT REPORT.) 
POUGHKEEPSIE (N. Y.) April 28.— 
The suicide at Andover, Mass. of a 
popular member of the junior class at 
Vassar, presumably from g@verstudy, 


the cause of modern education. It 
estimated that about twenty per 
cent. of the girls who enter a Vassar 
freshman class are forced to retire 
during their rat year, and that ten 
r cent. of the sophomores drop out 
use of failure in examinations dur- 
ing the second year of college life. 
Another five og cent. are compelled to 
quit during the junior year because of 
inability to keep up with the require- 
iments of the course. 
The Vassar authorities insist that 
a girl's breakdown there is not due to 
overstudy as a rule, but to the girl's 
own mental and
